I'lr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  1964* 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of -the  mid  year  population  was  5 >960 
(40  more  than  in  1963)*  The  I96I  census  figure  was  5>925  and  that  for 
1951  was  4 >197* 

There  were  72  live  births  and  no  still  births.  This  was  one  birth 
less  than  in  1963  and  5 less  than  1962. 

There  were  58  deaths  substantially  less  than  the  number  of  births. 
There  was  no  infant  death  and  no  maternal  deaths.  Again  most  of  the 
deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease  and  to  strokes.  There  was  no  death  from 
tuberculosis  but  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  E.  P.  Jones  and  all  the  other  council  officials 
for  their  help  during  the  year.
